Vnder the old 
law it was possible for a sroup of 
men to secure n charter for a biiild- 
iiiK and loan company and commence 
business. After July ;>, it. will !>e iie- 
coss'iiry to secure the consent of the' 
superintendent of building and loan 
associations before such an Institu- 
tion may be opened. 


The superintendent, under thu new 


law. may refuse to certify a new 
Institution if, upon examination anil 
investigation, he is led to believe that 
the proposed corporation 
is to be 


formed for any other than legitimate 
building and loan business and the 
character and general fitness of the 
IK'i'sons proposed as iiicorporators are 


possible for promoters to sell build-] 
lug and loan stock and charge a mem- 
bership fee. 


Attorney General Crabby Iiiis just 


ruled that building and loan institu- 
tions, recently organized nud which 
are selling stock with a membership 
fee must stop this practice July 3. 
In other words, according to the At- 
torney General, it will be illegal after 
July 8 to sell building and loan stock 
and chargi! a membership fee. Thi.« 
provision of the new building and 
loan law WHS drafted by members of 
the Ohio Hiiildlng Association League 
nn organization comprising more than 
,"00 of the old line building and loan 
associations In Ohio, who took this 
slep to project Ihe good, name which 
has boeu built up during the last .'to 
years by these instiliitions. 


The new law further provides that 


in the establishment of a new build- 
ing and lo;in company the authorized 
capital of .«uch a corporation shall 
not be less than $300,000 In cities of 
less thmi 5.000 population and jiot 
less than ?500,OUO in cities of more 
than H.OOO population, and at least 5 
per cent of the ctipital stock must be 
stibscrilwd nud paid in before the in- 
stitution can open its doors.

new Inw also provides that building 
and loan companies may. loan their 
funds only on first mortgage security 
on real estntp. on building and loan 
stocks or (leiK)sits and on government 
bonds. 
II fnrtbi'r provides for the 


examination of building anil 
loau 


companies by the state superintend 
i-iit of building iintl loan associations 
and bis corps of examiners once a 
year or ofteuer and the bonding of 
all officers of building and loan asso- 
ciations.
